ence. A general debate then arose upon 
the general question of the right of a State 
to send such documents to Congress, upon 
which Alexander ii. Stephens made one 
of his sensible speeches, io which he held 
that a person or a State could send any­ 
thing it choose to Congress, but that Con­ 
gress had the power to refuse or receive it 
if it so desired. The debate exhausted the 
morning hour, and Blair’s resolutions are 
now resting on the Speaker’s table till 
next Monday.

New Postage Stamp Swindle. 
Waxhiagton Special to New York 7’ribune. 
Mr.Kirby, the Little Rock sewing ma­ 
chine agent, whose trade in postage stamps 
purchased from postmasters at offices doing 
a small business was reported a year ago, 
h%9devised a new plau for swindling the 
government out of its revenues. 
In order 
to prevent an illegitimate trade in stam p'd 
envelopes bearing a request to return, the 
department 
made a rule that no re­ 
quisitions for such envelopes would be fill­ 
ed unless they came from the postmaster at 
the place to which the letters for which 
they were used were to be returned. 
It 
bas now been discovered that Mr. Kirby 
has set up an establishment in Little Rock 
in which he erases the name of the town 
printed on the end of the envelopes and 
substitutes the name of any other town 
which he may think: proper. 
Postmasters 
at several offices have ordered large quan­ 
tities of return envelopes, which under the 
rules of the department they obtain at a 
discount, aod sold them to Mr. Kirby some 
times for cash and sometimes for sewing 
machines, or other articles. 
He dextrous 
ly removes the name of the town origina 
ly printed on the envelopes, and substi 
tutus any other which his customer may 
desire. Mr. Kirby, it is said, has boasted 
that he made a profit of $30,000 in this

TRIP THROUGH TRINIDAD. 


P o r t o r S r A ih , 
I

Thermometer BO in the rf vade. 
Editors G azette: Since my arrival 
here, which was one week ago last Satur­ 
day,! have been constantly busy and Ju Jge 
Conger and myself have made the most ot 
our time, and as I cannot go into details 
here I will merely give you a brief descrip- 
Hon of ibis island as it may be interesting 
to some of my friends that do not know any 
more about the Island ol Trinidad than I 
did myself The Island is situated between 
10-4 aud 10-30 ot north latitude and Cl-39 
anc QI ut' west longitude from Greenwich. 
The main body ot the island is almost rec­ 
tangular in shape but I rom its northwest­ 
ern and southwestern corners project two 
long horns toward South America, from 
which these points arc separated by a few 
miles of water. Between these horns lies 
the Gulf ol Parti which is about OO miles 
long and forms a sate harbor capable of 
ODblKiutng all the fleets of the world. The 
northwestern horn terminates rn several 
islands, the channels between which are 
Called Boca and connect the Gulf of Pana 
with the Carn bean Sea. 
Near the middle 
of this chaunt], but towards the Venezue­ 
lan side Is the small Island of Palos, an ap­ 
purtenance of Trinidad. 
The area of the 
Island of Trinidad is about I,SOO square 
miles or about the size of Dane, Walworth, 
Hock and Green counties, of Wisconsin. Its 
geological structure is diversified and con­ 
sequently there is a great variety of soil 
and vegetation. The mineralogical com­ 
position includes most every kind except 
those belonging to the igneous series which

Association, the Belmont ChruUan Or­ 
phanage, and the Coolie Orpna-a’ Home. 
flit different societies are represented in 
the Port of Spain.

The medical profession is well rep­ 
resented by 29 31. D.’s on the Island, 19 
of whom are rn the Port of Spain ; also, 
35 liceus* d druggets.

The population of this Island is about 
120.000. Toe value of imparts from the 
[•land, last year, was $1,324,433; value OI 
exports, $1,733,615. But I notice, unfor­ 
tunately, the same condition of soil, Ac, 
which makesTiimdad a very productive 
country, m kes the construction of roads, 
which are tcsenUal to the prosperity and 
advancement of any country, very diffi- 
cu.t and expensive. The peculiar condi­ 
tion of the Colon I a1 community allow of 
utile interest being manifested in the well­ 
being of the Island, beyond the immediate 
concerns of the rn tarot. The connects n 
•i these «nd • thor evils can hardly be ex­ 
pected, uales- there should ansu a spirit of 
enlightened public feeling which at the 
present time does not exh.bil list lf to me 
Having spoken more of the Island of 
Trinidad in general, than of any one place, 
I will now refer particularly lo the Port of 
spam, which is wilt re we landed, ana our 
headquarters. When I say We and ours. you 
it course understand me to mean Judge 
j Conger, for we are inseparable and each of 
one thought and pur, o eto make our jour- 
uc> pleasant aud profitable lo each oilier. 
“ Two souls witfi out a single thought/' die. 
The Port cf Spaia is the chief town of 
the Island and contains 13 360 inhabitants, 
3.544 rn tics and 10,336 females. It is situ­ 
ated on a gently inc fried plain, near the 
northeast angle of the Gu f of Pana. The 
visitors to the Bland will probably arrive 
at the Port of dp aid, ll be ng the principal 
port, the seat of Government, and the res­ 
ignee of the leading meicfiaots 
Here 
are the cattieJrais ol me Anglican and Bo* 
man Catholic churches, the former situat­ 
ed on the South side of Brunswick Square, 
the latter at the eastern end of a wide 
promenade called Marine Square. On the 
pi or lh side of Brunswick square is the 
club house, on the eastern side Giayfriars 
(Presbyterian church.) The ct nile of the 
square is adorned by a beautiful louulaio.
